Therfoꝛe englyſhmen, a people 
of Germanp, after they had wone Bzi⸗ 
tain called the 1B:ttains, whiche eſcaped 
after y deſtractt6 of they2 cuntrey, after 
their conntrey maner, Walſhner, becaaſe 
they had an other tong 02 ſpech , beſides 
fbeirs ,+ the land whych thep inhabited, 
walcs, which name afterwardes both to 
the people and contrey dyd remapn. Bp 
this meanes the Bzitapnes with thevz 
kyngedome loſle their name . But thep 
whpche affirme that name to be deriued 
of thep2 kyng oꝛ queene without doubte 
be decepned.

lp.beſteged London. And to augmente 
the kynges ſoꝛow, Elphꝛitus that then 
was admtrall of England, traiteroullp 
fled to the Danes. And after bepng re- 

conciled, fled to them the ſecond tyme. 
Uhile this cruel warre continued in 
Englande, by mean of a bpſhop named 
Elphegus, a peace was concluded: at 
whiche tyme (as Polydoꝛze wytnelleth) 
the kynge made his lande tributarte to 
the Danes: the payment wherof, from 
bete to wwe the ſumme of ten thouſand poundes, in 
Danes, kew peres, was raiſed to fiftp thouſand. 
The bloudy flixe, the burnrng feuer, 
with dyners other maladies, vexed the 

people thꝛoughout all England. 

Etheldꝛed kyng of England, toke to 
wyfe Emma, the ſyſter of Rycharde 
Duke of No2mandpe : whyche foꝛ her 
beautie, was called the Flower of Noz 
mandy, Etheldꝛed beyng greatly inhã⸗ 
ced in his mynde foꝛ this his martage, 
ſente fooꝛth into all partes of his realm 
ſecrete and ſtrayte Commiſſions, char 
gyng the rulers, that vppon a certapn 
daye and hower aſſygned , the Danes 
(whiche 
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of Engliſbe Chronicles, Fo. 46. 
(whiche pꝛoudely vſed great crueltie in 
the land) ſhould be ſodeynly ſlayne, and Tue wan 
ſo was it doone . Mhiche thynge was ſovcinciy 
after cauſe of greatte myſerie . F02 gue. © 
Swatn king of Denmark hering of the 
murder of the Danes, and beynge ſoꝛe 
moued therewith, landed with a ſtrong 
armpe in diuers partes of this realme: 
and ſa truelly without mertp and pitie a great ns 
ſpoyled the countrey, and flue the peos nes ue 
ple: that the engliſhmen were bꝛought in tis ia 
to moſte ertreeme and vnſpeakeable 
mpſerp. But pet after a certapne ſpace 
a peace was intreated: Foꝛ whych the 
englyſhe men pavde thirtye thouſande 
poundes. Howe be it dyuers p2inces of 
the Danes ſtyll continued waſtyng the 
lande in dyuers places. 
Swapn kyng of Denmarke repen⸗ 
fed of the foꝛmer conenats, made with 
the engliſhmen: and thinkyng to attein 
to the whole dominion of this tad: with 
aſfrongarmp, entred firſke Roꝛthum⸗ 
berland, than middle Englande: and ſo 
wente fooꝛthe tyll he came to London, 
whiche he beſieged , and deſtroyed the nenden be 
countrep of Kent, At this tyme Sthel Led. 
dꝛed the king deſpalrnig of al recouerie 
not 
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nofonesp2oferynge to reſpſte his ene? 
mies, with hys wyfe andchildzen fled 
to Richarde Duke of Moꝛmandp: and 
then poſſeſſed Swayn the whole kings 
dome of thts realme: who ſpoyled the 
landes of S.@dmundes, But after his 
death ſucceded Canutus bis ſonne: who 
incloſed the ſame with a depe diche, and 
grated ta the inhabitants therof great 
d Burfe freedome. And after buyldedachurche 
bufided, ouer the place of his ſepulture, and oꝛ 
deined there an houſe of monkes,endix* 
png theym with fav2e poſſeſſions. and 
after it was vſed, that kynges of En⸗ 
glande, when they were cronaed, ſent 
fo2 an offryng they: Crownes vnto S. 
Edmondes ſh:ine, 4 redemed the ſame 
with a good p2ice. The englyſhemen 
ſent agapne fo2 Etheldꝛede ont of No2s 
mandye, who by the helpe of the No2e 
mans, and pꝛeſent aſſiſtance of his cõ⸗ 
mons, erpelled Canutus. but ſhoztelp 
Canutus retourned agapne into ©ng-' 
lande, where he ſpared nothynge that 
Imigbt be deſtroid with ſwoꝛd and ſyꝛe.
